The events which have just trails 
pired iu Paris are so well explained 
by tlie unmistakable logic of facts, 
that it is useles* to delay »uy longei 
as to their intent and tendency. 

In adopting an unavoidable policy 
too long held in check, tlie popula 
tion ot Paris lias only obeyed the 
dictates of imperious necessity — that 
of its own safety*. 

Ske is not willing to suffer anni i 
lation with the criminal govern men 
which w; s leading France to ruin 

She did i>o»t bring about 'he 
lownlall of Napoleon and hisdynas 
ty — she has adopted her present 
policy in the name of right, of justice 
and of the public welfare; and this 
determination has been so well con 
firmed, after mature deliberation by 
ill classes, that not one, even among 
the most turbulent supporters of the 
imperial government has made the 
least attempt to restore it. 

The government of Napoleon owes 
its downfall to the accumulated pres 
-ure o fills blundering policy and t * • 
the intense dissatisfaction ol a na 
tion. Not a drop of blood has been 
spilt — no one has been deprived of 

I s'iis liberty. And we have seen — 
what has not its parallel in history- 
citizens called by the voice ot Un- 
people to high positions as military 
lefenders, relraining from retaliating 
|on the opponets who but yesterday 
■had threatened them with military 
■execution. 

I Order lias not been suspended foi 
single moment. Our confidence 
tin the wisdom and patriotism of the 
National Guard and of the whole 
population, is a sure guaranty of it- 
continnance. 

No longer suffering the shame and 
langerous policy of a government 
traitor to all its duties, every one 
(eels that the first act lor the prema- 
nency of this National sovereignty 
thus organised, is to be true to it 
ind to consider is strength os einanat 
ing from principles of right and 
justice. 

Besides, we havn no time to lose— 
the enemy is at our gates. We have 
but one thought — that of driving 
him from o ir territory.

We de- 
sired that liberty should be enjoyed 
in common, and that il should be 
our common buckler. We were 
confident tli?.t these moral principles 
would tend to secure permanent 
peace. But we demand that each 
citizen should be furnished with 
arms, that tlie officers be elected and 
regularly organized so as to lender 
our nation unconquerable on our 
soil. 

The imperial government which 
had for a long period seperated its 
interests from those ol tlie Nation 
refused to adopt that policy. We 
now advocate it with tlie hope tliat 
France, profiting from experience, 
will be wise enough to carry it into 
practice. And particularly as the 
King of Prussia has declared tliat he 

I "did not wage war against France, 
but against the Imperial Dynasty. 

The downfall of the dynasty leaves 
France free to adopt another lorm of 
government. Will the King ol 
Prussia eontiuue a war which will! 



'prove as iaial to him as to us? Willi 
he, in the 19tlh century-, exhibit to 
the world, the cruel spectacle ol two 
nations seeling to destroy* each 
other, and forgetting humanity, rea 
son aud science, act in such a manner 
as surely will end ia bloodshed and 
ruin ? lie is fnaedo assume the re 
sponsibilitv in the opinion of the 
world and of futurity ! It it is in 
lefiance, we shall certainly accept it 
*s such. But never shall we yield 
one inch of territory nor a stone ol 
our fortresses. A dis-tooorable peact 
would end in a war oi extermination 
in a very brief periind of time !
